T has been often and earneſtly deſired: by pi- 
I ous and devout perſons, to have our Plal- 
mody enlarged, by joining with the Pſalms f 
David, ame other ſcriptural ſongs out of the 
New Teſtament, as well as the Old, The 
Church of Scotlund had this deſign in view, not 
long after the revolution; and it has been at 
different times under their deliberation, as ap-

writ, in verſe : this committee having made no 
report, the Aſſembly 1744 renewed their 2 
pointment on them for this purpoſe, and added 


eme others to their number. In conſequence of 


theſe appointments of the Aſſembly, letters were 
writ in name of this committee, to the ſeve= 
ral preſbyteries, deſiring them to ſend any mate- 
rials they could furnith for this pious deſigns 
Theſe gaems which are now printed and tranj* 


afiitied to preſbyteries, by att of Afembly, are 


partly collected from the pious and ingenious 
Dr. Watts and ſome other writers, with fuch 
alteratians as appeared to fit them more for the 
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preſent purpoſe; and partly furniſhed by mini- 
ners of this church. The uſe for which they 
were intended, required ſimplicity and plainneſs 
of compoſition and ſtile. The committee who 
prepared them, chiefly aimed at having the ſenſe 
of ſcripture expreſſed in eaſy werſe ; ſuch as 
migiit be fitted io raiſe devotion, might be intel- 
ligible to all, and might riſe above contempt 
from perſons of better taſte. 

The General Aſſembly 1749, did, by their 
act, tranſmit theſe tranſlations and paraphraſes 
zo the committes, with inſlructions to conſider 
the amendments whichhave been offered by preſ= 


, bytertes, to admit ſuch as they judge proper and 


material, and to cauſe print a new impreſſion 
off the colle&tion ſo amended, in order to its being 
again tranſmitted to preſbyteries : accordingly, 
the propoſed amendments have been carefully 
conſidered and examined by the committee, and 
many f them admitted inio this new impreſſion.
